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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This is the first Office Action on the merits of Application No. 1 0/505,21 8 filed on 
08/20/04. Claims 1-11 are currently pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of the invention of group 1, claims 1-5, in the reply 
filed on 07/07/06 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 6-1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 07/07/06. 



Drawings 

4. Figure 14 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which 
is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

6. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of using the implied phrase, i.e., "the 
present invention" (lines 1-2). Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Walker (US 
5,019,755). 

Walker teaches a differential planetary gear apparatus comprising planetary gear 36, sun 
gear 32, ring gear 34, a drive source 10 disposed at an input side 18, a speed-change motive 
source (electric motor 20) disposed at a speed-change side 28, and a driven unit 40 disposed at an 
output side 38, wherein when starting the driven unit 40, the speed-change motive source 20 is 
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started after the drive source 10 reaches a rated rotational speed (see col. 4, line 44 to col. 5, line 
8). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 2-5 are allowed. 



Cited Prior Art 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Porter'785, Kopko'854, Yamaguchi et al.'263, and Lee'295 which each shows a 
planetary gear unit having a drive source and an electric motor.
